Fake dollars — 
embarrass 
Israelis abroad 


TEL AVIV. — A number of Is- 


raelis, including a scientist and 


al ranking Finance Ministry 
official, have found themselves in 
8 unpleasant situation abroad — 
holding forged dollars. Some of 
these Israelis have had to spend, 
a night or two in jail, trying to 
explain how these dollars had 
fallen into their possession. 
Excellent-quality forged dol- 
lars, which even experts find difi- 
cult to detect, are floating around 
the country. Many Israeli tourists, 
going abroad “with added dollar. 
allowances” from trade in Lilien- 
bium Street’s black market, have 
ended up with forged dollars. 
According to U.S. sources, an 
international ring of forgers of 
American bank cheques, travel- 
lera cheques, and dollars — seem 


The situation on Litenblum is still 
unclear, but veteran observers said 
that if the tax on Natad remained, 
it would have induced speculators to 
trade in black market dollars. 

Diamond merchants yesterday were 
stil holding on to their dollars to 
see how the market would go. When 
they do decide to sell, this should 
lead to a certain degree of stability. 

Several sources agreed that if 
the new tax had remained, it would 
have destroyed future credibility in 
the Government's recent statements 
that there would be no devaluation 
in the near future.

‘Gauging the 
benefits 
of public 
programmes

ECONOMISTS, and not they alone, 
tend to assume that government- 
financed ‘public mmes are 
beneficial to ali. In fact, says 
Professor Burton Weisbrod, of the 
University of Wisconsin at Madison, 
“there is not enough Information to 
prove that this is indeed so.” There 
may well be programmes, such as 
free higher education, subsidies on 
bread, or food stamps for the poor, 
which even those groups they are 
-aimed at do not feel are doing them 
any good, and may resent them. 

In an interview with The 
Jerusalem Post, Weisbrod, who 
spent a week In Israel] as guest of the 
Technion said his own researches in 
the subject, at Wisconsin's Institute 
for Research on Poverty. showed 
that ‘when the government provides 
aservice, some of the people get 4 lot 
of benefit from it, some little, and 
some may even be negatively 
affected by it. If we want a sensible 
government policy in this field we 
must strive to get much more infor-, 
mation on the actual benefits and not 
assume, as the tendency is, that all 
the people feel the same about every 
government-financed programme." 

Weisbrod, 44, an economics 
professor, said there are various 
means of gauging the benefits of 
public programmes, the most impor- 
tant being Information. This kind of 
information is, he believes, beat ob- 
tained through public opinion polls. 
“We assume that people who voice 
their support for a programme 
believe they will benefit from it, and 
those who object believe they will 
not." 

Another important source of infor- 
mation is the study of the 
characteristics of members of volun- 
tary, non-profit organisations, whose 

6 is to exert an effect on 
governmental behaviour. If a 
programme concerning en- 
vironmental issues is under study, 
““we would examine the members of 
environmental preservation groups, 
since they feel] most strongly about 
such issues." 


WEISBROD is engaged in a major 
study at the Institute for Poverty 
Research on the effects of negative 
income tax, designed to guarantee a 
minimum income for U.S. poor. He 
has concentrated on the question of 
whether a guaranteed minimum in- 
come would reduce the will to work, 
as many have claimed it would. Sur- 
prisingly perhaps ‘we found that the 
effect on work performed would in 
fact be quite small, at least as far as 
men, the primary earners, are con- 
cerned. The effect would be a little 
more pronounced on working wives. 
But who is to say that this effect 
would be bad? If, for instance, the 
women would spend more time to br- 
ing up thefr children, society might 


‘gain rather’ than lose,"’ he noted. 


Weisbrod's conclusions should be 
of interest in Israel, especially at 
this time of recession when many 
government programmes are due to 
be shelved. There is perhaps too 
much demagogy on the relative 
needs for different programmes, 
with interested parties proclaiming 
the ‘‘indispensibility" of their par- 
ticular programmes. More informa- 
tion should be collected on what the 
people really think about food and 
transport subsidies, old-age pensions 
and. other welfare programmes. 

“If you would poll the people, you 
would find that not everybody you 
may consider poor admits to being 
poor, or wants to get welfare. You 
may be surprised how many ‘poor’ 
people, really strive to pull 
themselves out of that category by 
work and self-help."’ For the govera- 
ment just to think it is doing good is 
no longer good enough. The only real 
way to find out, is to try and find out, 
said Weisbrod.

heating 
DIMPLEX OF ENGLAND in- 
troduced its whole-flat heating 
system on the local market this year. 

The system is based on the divi- 
sion of the fiat into areas.

Dimplex 
heaters are fitted with electronic 
thermostats which control the 
temperature at the desired level, 
and give 25-50 per cent saving in 
electricity consumption.

HOLLYWOOD (Ofns}. — 
THE NEW LEFT ts distinctly out of 
fashion on the American political 
scene this year — Tom Hayden has 
taken to wearing a tic and fs running 
for the Senate, Eldridge Cleaver has 
turned men's fashion-designer in 
Paris, Abbie Hoffman Is a fugitive, 
wanted on drug charges. Other 
radical superstars have taken up 
Eastern religions, gone underground 
with the Mad Bombers, or vanished 
into the communes of the Pacific 
north-west, where it rains a lot and 
there's not much to do but grow your 

-own vegetables and meditate. 

What better moment than this for 
the Oid Left to stage a comeback, 
surfing In on the wake of Watergate 
to cries of fresh interest and 
astonishment over their travails dur- 
ing the McCarthy era of the early 
1950s. Alger Hiss has been cleared, 
sort of, in Massachusetts and can 
now practise law there once more. 
The Rosenbergs, husband-and-wife 
spies executed for selling alleged 
huclear secrets to the Soviets, are 
being found posthumously ‘‘not 
guilty" by a ig number of 
Americans. And here in Hollywood, 
the famous "Ten" film directors and 
writers who went to jail rather than 
testify before Senator Joe 
McCarthy's Red-hunting committee, 
are basking in a warm glow of pop- 
ular approval and youthful support. 

Some are dead and long gone, of 
‘course, but they live again on the 
somewhat seedy stage of an old 
Hollywood theatre where Eric 
Bentley's play “Are You Now Or Have 
You Ever Been," is now in the ninth 
month of a hugely successful run. In 
fickle, faddy Los Angeles it is highly 
unusual for any stage vehicle to sur- 
vive this long, and for a serious, 
thoughtful play Uke Bentley's quite 
unheard of. 

But, thanks largely to Nixon and 
Watergate, the blacklist and its 
period are of consuming fascination 
today. How current a subject this is 
was shown recently when scares of 
students had to be turned away from 
the packed auditorium of a North 
Hollywood school, where a radical 
group of young filmmakers and 
writers called the New American 
Media Movement put on a show 
dedicated to the victims of the 1950s 
blacklist. 

For years the Hollywood Ten, and 


many other leftist film people whose 
careers and lives were disrupted by 
the House Un-American Activities 
Committee, were forgotten men. 
Now, proclaimed the young 
members of NAMM, “‘we feel strong 
bonds with the men and women in 
Hollywood who fought to change the 
entertainment industry decades ago 
and were punished. for their efforts 
by the Cold War inquisition. We want 
to learn from their struggles and ex- 
pertence."" 

Key speaker of the evening was 
actor Will Geer, an old-time leftist 
who, when summoned before the 
HUAC team in 1551, grumbled, ‘‘I 
guess everyone has to appear in a 
turkey sometime." Having survived 
the blacklist, Geer is a very busy ac- 
tor these days, and still active in 
Politics. He’s pushing the candidacy 
of Tom Hayden, the former leader of 
Students for a Democratic Society, 
who is bidding for California Senator 
John Tunney’s seat. 

HUAC, of course, investigated a 
wide variety of people and 
professions, and its work was not all 
destructive: in the 1960s, for exam- 
ple, it provided a platform for exiles 
from Soviet-dominated Eastern 
Europe who had some enlightening 
and frightening stories to tell of 
political oppression that far exceed- 
ed anything dreamed up by the Ten. 
But few today consider the assault 
on the entertainment industry, with 
all the attendant ballyhoo, anything 
but a dark spot in American history. 

Although “Are You Now” eschews 
overt comment, Bentley's message 
couldn't be clearer. The play is 
drawn from his 1,000-page book

The Night Porter has aroused 
angry reaction on the part of many 
of those who saw it. This is hardly 
surprising, since the story cannot 
fail to shock, 

The year is 1957 and Max (Dirk 
Bogarde), a former S.S. officer in a 
concentration camp, works as a 
night porter in a luxury hotel in Vien- 
na. He lives like a church mouse, 
hoping in this way to conceal his 
identity. One day a young woman, 
Lucia (Charlotte Rampling), comes 
to the hotel with her husband who is 
ἃ conductor. Years previously when 
she was 8. teenager in the concentra- 
tion camp she had been Max's "sex 
slave.’’ The two recognize one 
another and when the conductor 
jeaves on a concert tour, she chooses 


_ to stay behind. Before long the two 


have resumed their sado- 
masochistic relationship. 

Max is a member of a group of 5.8. 
men whose aim is to destroy anyone 


who might inform the West German 
war crimes tribunal of their former 
atrocities. He should therefore tell 
them about Lucia. Instead, he gives 
up his job and moves her into his 
apartment. Both are a danger to the 
group so that their end is really a 
foregone conclusion. 

The story shocks all the more 
because the relationship between the 
sick minds and lusting bodies 
engendered by the debasing ex- 
pertences of the concentration camp 
is made to seem possible. The slave 
needs the master as much as he 
needs her and maybe if Lucia had 
not come into his life again, Max 
would have continued his quiet ex- 
istence. 

Bogarde gives a fine and many 
faceted performance while Charlotte 
Rampling’s very lack of animation 
fits the part. 

The film was directed by Liliana

Psychological drama of 
changing moods 


The Romantic Englishwoman 
(Peer, Tel Aviv), is an Intriguing 
psychological drama laced with 
humour, directed by Joseph Losey in 
his usual stylish and individualistic 
manner. It is based on the novel by 
Thomas Wiseman, who himself 
wrote the screenplay together with 
Tom Stoppard. 

The Englishwoman of the title is 
Elizabeth Fielding (Glenda Jack- 
son), the vaguely discontented sur- 
burban wife of a successful novelist 
(Michael Caine). On an impulse she 
goes off alone on holiday to Baden- 
Baden, as a sort of gesture of in- 
dependence. Amid the splendours of 
the German spa, she has an en- 
counter with Thomas Hursa (Helmut 
Berger), a handsome young gigolo, 
who is also a courier for the un- 
derworld and claims to be a poet. We 
see the two making violent love, but 
it is not clear whether this brief 
episode really happened or (5 only a 
figment of both Elizabeth's imagina- 
tion and that of her husband, Lewis; 
he, left at home, visualises his wife's 
sexual adventures at Baden with 
some unknown man, an image that 
recurs throughout the movie. 

‘The enigmatic Thomas visits the 
Fieldings back in England. He 15 in- 
vited to stay with them by Lewis, 


who is writing a screenplay about a 
dissatisfied British wife going off to 
the Continent that bears a kinship to 
Elizabeth's own story. The author, 
keen to introduce the visitor into his 
seript, wants to observe her 
behaviour with Thomas at close 
quarters, and even appears to try 
and arrange the outcome of the odd 
triangular situation which develops 
to suit the purposes of his plot. 

The film drags somewhat in the 
middie’ and is occasionally a little 
pretentious. But overall this is an 
engrossing, cleverly worked out 
piece of changing moods. A secon- 
dary theme is the conflict between 
the philosophy of the rootless guest 
who unashamed]y lives off other peo- 
ple, and that of his well-established 
host, burdened by the responsibility 
of his possessions. 

The movie is superbly acted by the 
three main pro! i and has a 
script full of subtleties and humour. 
Gerry Fisher's rich camerawork en- 
sures the visual perfection which is a 
halimark off all Losey’s picutres. If 
it does not reach the heights achiev- 
ed by the British-based American 
director in either "ὙΠῸ Servant” of 
“The Go-Between,”’ his latest film is 
still warmly recommended. on

“Thirty Years of Treason,"" a con- 
densation of three decades of HUAC 
transcripts, and its dialogue is taken 
directly from HUAC testimony — 
eut, but not added to. The Com- 
mittee, Bentley says, Was hot really 
out -to nail the Communist con- 
spiracy in Hollywood: Its intent was 
to humiliate and ‘silence dissenters, 
by which it meant anyone who failed 
to define patriotism in the proper 
shades of red, white and blue. 

We see familiar figures like 
Arthur Miller and Paul Robeson 
bearing up, nobly enough, under 
ferocious attack and pressure from 
the three-man committee (represen- 
ting a composite of the numerous 
politicians who occupied the in- 
quisitor’s chair between 1947 and 
1956). And we see, more interesting- 
ly, the way in which a decent and in- 
telligent man like actor Larry 
Parks, star of the ‘The Jolson 
Story." ls worn down and forced into 
conformity. Hand over his face, 
voice cracking, he eventually names 
his friends and colleagues as Com- 
munists or sympathisers — only to 
be told that the committee already 
has the names. It wasn't the truth 
HUAC wanted — merely submission. 

Parks died last April, two months 
after the play opened in Los Angeles, 
and friends have hinted that it may 
have contributed to his death. His 
family, however, deny this and 
Parks's son Garret, a Los Angeles 
stage director, says he found “‘Are 
You Now" moving, if painful, and a 
valuable study of a part of U.S. 
history that no one can feel very 
proud of. The critics almost un- 
animously agree. 4 
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Those named by Parks and others 
were of course placed on the secret 


* list of not-to-be-employed actors, 


writers, directors, etc., and they 
stayed there until well into the 'six- 
tles. Even after Otto Preminger 
gave blacklisted writer Datton 
Trumbo ἃ credit for ‘Exodus’ in 
1960, thus challenging the boycott, 
few of those damned as “Red sym- 
pathisers" could find work. Ail that 
is over. 

TV and movie studios have been 
deluged with scripts in the last cou- 
ple of years by and about the 
blacklist years. Albert Maltz, one of 
the Hollywood Ten, is doing a televi- 
sion drama, “Witchhunt," for NBS. 
The leading character is an actor 
summoned by HUAC in its second 
round of movieland investigations in 
1951. 

Woody Allen will appear in a com- 
βὰν called "The Front," about a 
tenth-rate writer who makes a living 
by peddling the scripts of talented. 
Dlack-listed artists as his own. 
Written by Walter Bernstein and 
directed by Martin Ritt, both 
blacklisted in the 1950s, it is already 
shooting in New York. 

Earlier in October, CBS aired a TV 
dramatization of the story of John 
Henry Faulk — once a radio talk- 
show host, blacklisted for criticizing 
the blacklist after he had been at- 
tacked by a Red-hunting organiza- 
tion called “‘Aware."" 

Another script, called ‘‘The Last 
American Patriot," deals with the 
life of the prince of Red-baiters, 
Senator Joseph McCarthy, equating

The Mozart Sonata, a quite 
elaborate composition, demands 
more shading and differentiation to 
do full justice to its intrinsic musical 
value. The oppressive compactness 
of the Rachmaninov Suite was 
aggravated rather than ameliorated 
but the technical execution was quite 
impreasive. Lutoslawski's brilliant 
joke showed the pianists at their 
best, and in the Stravinsky, the 
orchestral colours and rhythmical 
deftness were fully realised by this 
dedicated duo in a most convincing

But Mr. Walker also raises grave accusations according to 
which many of his fellow mayors choose not to do battle 
with the “system” and opt for the more facile “ander the 
table” payments. He asks that his charges be thoroughly 
investigated and it seems that at least this demand of his 
should be accepted, for his assertions are backed up with 
very specific names, figures and sums. a 

The picture he paints is certainly disturbing for the cities 
involved are many and . Much-heralded belt-tightening 
measures are turned into farce and tax reforms are easily 
circumvented before the ink on the documents is yet dry. 

‘According to Walker, city executives are paid thousands of 
pounds a month in addition to regular salaries for mysterious 
and unexplained administrative duties. They are credited 
with scores of overtime hours automatically each month, 
‘but are further compensated for any real over-time they put 
in. They are paid enormous car allowances but are also re- 
imbursed for any out-of-town drive on city business. One 
retired treasurer who still does part time work continues to 
enjoy the inordinate fringe benefits he received while on 
full-time, adding thousands of pounds a month to his income. 
There are costly annual trips abroad for “supplementary train- 
ing,” even for officials about to retire. 

Mr. Walker has also charged that the Minister of Interior 
harbours a grudge against him ever since he failed to dissuade 
two young NRP mavericks from joining his Likud coalition. 
Certainly the ministry's action last summer when it closed 
Bat Yam’s popular beaches in mid-season on the basis of 
outdated pollution reports and despite reliable proof to the 
contrary, was damaging, arbitrary and left a good many 
question marks. ᾿ 

But even if the Ministry denies the existence of a vendetta 
factor, it will not do for it to let the information supplied by 
Mr. Walker to go unexamined. A thorough, honest and im- 
partial investigation should be launched. It may well be that 
Mayor Walker has stirred a giant hornet’s nest that will 
mars many 2 local authority and even the Ministry badly 
stung. : 

Yet the tax payer is entitled to know if there is any ef- 
fective control over the moneys collected from him. Surely Mr. 
Walker is not privy to secrets withheld from every public of- 
fice holder in the country. Ministry of Interior documents al- 
ready show that the ministry was not wholly in the dark in 
regard to some questionable benefits. Why then did it continue 
to approve pouring hard-earned money into bottomless 
municipal barrels? : 

If the ministry was not cognizant of the irregularities, 
then the quality of the control it exercises over municipal 
affairs is put in an even more questionable light. 

Mayor Walker asked whether officials are just 
“plain shiumiels” or whether they are “deliberately sweeping 
dirt under the carpet.” Only an inquiry can provide the 
answer.

“WE MUST tighten our belts,” 
we keep saying, but we don't 
seem to know what this means. 

Take the vital area of energy, 
for example. We use electricity, 
drive motor vehicles and pay 
such little attention te solar and 
nuclear energy possibilities that 
one might think the Negev sands 
had turned into petroleum. The 
Government is now in the 
process of setting up a central 
energy authority, but I don't 
think that is anything to 
celebrate at this late stage — ex- 
cept, perhaps, to celebrate the 
fact that we are not further 
delaying it. 

Here is one example of our im- 
morally unthinking approach to 
the energy problem: 


Recently the Government 


raised the price of petrol by 
about 21 per cent. This was in the 
wake of the last currency 
devaluations and purchase-tax 
increases and of the 10 per cent 
rise in the international price of 
petrol by the Arab-dominated 
OPEC (Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries), all of which combined 
really warranted a local price in- 
crease of about 30 per cent. 

Our motorists responded by 
driving their cars with their 
lights protestingly on in 
daylight: they demand their 
democratic right to cause Israel 
further to deplete her foreign 
currency reserves and further 
deepen her dependence on 
OPEC through the importation 
of oil, which wil] have to be in- 
creased now that we are retur- 
ning the Abu Rodelis oilfields to 
Egypt. 

Let us look at the tragic plight 
of our persecuted private-auto 
drivers. 

Walk alongside a traffic jam 
during some rush hour and 
eheck 15 or more consecutive 
automobiles for the number of 
eccupants relative to the 
number of seats. Do this several 
times. The average will be no 
higher, and probably less, than 
two riders (including the 
drivers) for every four seats. ° 

In other words, the number of 
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people riding in 20 automobiles, 
strung out along about 60 metres 
of road, could be riding comfor- 
tably seated in one bus oc- 
eupying only about one eighth of 
that road space; or the number 
of buses occupying that road 
space could carry about eight 
times the same number of peo- 
ple seated. : 

“Now in addition to the effect 
on the country's inflationary 
trend and foreign-currency 
reserves of the spending that 
goes into the purchase, opera- 
tion and maintenance of those 
automobiles, the State invests an 
estimated IL20-30,000 of the tax- 
payers’ money per auto in 
building roads, parking spaces, 
traffic signals and signs, etc. (I 
don't know whether the latter 
sum includes the ‘‘road- 
improvement" levies most of us, 
even if we don’t own a vehicle, 
have to pay at least once or twice 
in our lifetimes when City Hali 
lays a new road running past the 
house we live in or widens an ex- 
isting one — and Heaven help 
you if your house stands where 
an intersection is planned, or 
where there is going to be a road 
on both sides of the house.)- 


IF ISRAEL's own scientists and 
technologists may be accused of
